ELECTORAL VOTES 


The 
Twentieth Amend- 


ment to the 
Constitution, 


adopted in 1933, moved the 
opening date of Congress 
forward to Jan. 3 and the 
inauguration of President 
and Vice President to Jan. 
20. Gov. Cross of Connecti- 
cut sees a technical prob- 
lem in the new situation 
which he hopes to remove 
in a special, one-day session 
of the state legislature. 


The 
Connecticut 
law 


makes the date for presi- 
dential electors to meet the 
first Wednesday in Janu- 
ary following the election. 
That would be Jan. 6, 1937, 
about three weeks later than 
the time set in the Federal 
provision for enforcing the 
Amendment. Both the attor- 
ney general and the gover- 
nor of Connecticut believe 
it is possible that Connecti- 
cut's eight electrocal votes 
might not be counted if th° 
electors met on a date at 
variance with the Federal 
law. They also believe the 
election might "turn on Con- 
necticut's 
eight 
electoral 


votes," so it is important 
that their legality be as- 
sured. 


Connecticut will doubtless 


get this little complication 
cleared up, but the situation 
is interesting in vie\y of the 
common popular disregard 
of the 
Electoral College. 


Mostly we forget its exist- 
ence, or mention it only 
jokingly when it duplicates 
the verdict already known 
to the whole nation. As a 
matter of fact the electors 
legally have 
considerable 


importance. Neither candi- 
date would want to lose 
those eight votes if they bo- 
longed to him.

GOVERNMENT WITHDRAWAL FROM 


ACTIVE COTTON MARKET DEALS 
HAILED AS MOST ENCOURAGING. 


NEW ORLEANS, Aug. 7.—tfP) 
The withdrawal of the government 
from active participation in the 
cotton market wag hailed by the 
New Orleans cotton exchange as 
the most encouraging feature of 
the past season. 
Studying the year ended July 


31, 1936, the annual review issued 
by Henry Plauche, secretary, cited 
the liquidation of the producers' 
pool and Bales of loan cotton as a 
definite indication on the part of 
the government "to go out of the 
cotton business." 
"The most encouraging feature 
during ths 12 months just closed 
has been the disposition on the 
part of the government to go out 
of the cotton business," Plauche's 
report stated. "The cotton produc- 
ers' pool has ceased to be a fac- 
tor in the cotton market, its hold- 
ings both in spot cotton and fu- 
tures contracts having been en- 
tirely liquidated prior to July 31. 
Of the loan cotton, the holdings 
have been decreased by about a 


bales.

MULESHOE, Aug.

I. Hollis, 62, who lived 10 miles 
west of Mulcshoe, suffered fatal
